''The laws art; not made for great 


corporations. 
"What a gain for the 


entire world if all dehumanized men 
should get out. 
We 
have 
means 


enough and can do without capitalists 
who come among us and live on the 
blood of human beings. The cause of 
labor, if rightly understood, is the 
cause of humanity. What labor desires 
first of all, is not iharity, but justice. 
We .Americans are using up too rap- 
idly the resources of nature and are 
using up too rapidly 
human 
lives. 


One of the greatest fallacies or the 
age is that money is equivalent to 
human lives. 


The spirit of commercialism is burn- 


ing deeper and deeper into us. AVhat- 
ever a man sets his heart on must 
increase or it ceases to satisfy him. 
What we need in America is a real- 
ization of spiritual ideals, and a re- 
alization that the best things in life 
are not procured by money. Wages 
are never the full equivalent for hu- 
man work. 
There is a quality in all 


men which goes far beyond the ques- 
tion of wages. 
One of 
the 
great 


curses of the modern world is the vast 
conglomeration of people in huge cit- 
ies. The ideal of civilization is a coun- 
try of cities of from 20,000 to r>0,000 
inhabitants. 
If it were not fur the 


great cities we could do away with the 
ovils brought upon us by corrupt pol- 
HiHans. 
There is nothing which can 


give us relief from these conditions 
with the exception of trades unionism. 
The history of trades unionism 
is 


largely the history of beneficence. The 
strike is the one weapon of organized 
labor, but it is as dangerous tu labor 
as it is to the capitalists."

close of business April 30, the 
total 


circulation of the national bank notes 
was $391,151,728, an increase for the 
year of $34,164,329, and for the month 
of $28,632,740.

564 355, an increase for the year of 
$32,'450,963, and for the month of $9,- 
214.541. 


The circulation secured by

money is $43,587,373, an increase for 
the year of $1,713,366, a decrease for 
the month of $582,073.

ing bitterly the Romans who had boon 
hoping for fine weather in which to 
welcome the German emperor to this 
city. 


The arrangements for the reception 


of Kmperor William were 
identical 


with those made for welcoming King- 
Edward. There were the same deco- 
rations and a similar display of troops. 
The Germans and Italians fraterniz- 
ed for the occasion and "Hoch, hoch, 
hoch" for the German emperor was 


- heard in the streets instead or "Hur- 


rah, hurrah, hurrah," which had so 
recently been shouted for the Brit- 
ish king. 


The people recollected that when 


King Victor Emmanuel I died, Emper- 
or Frederick (then the German crown 
prince), came to Rome and appeared 
on a balcony of the palace, holding in 
h:s arms the present king of Italy 
then Prince of Naples. 


As the day wore on and the empe- 


ror did not appear the people began to 
feel anxious over the delay, especially 
as a landslide, caused by recent heavy 
rains, had obstructed a portion of the 
railroad about three hours' ride from 
Rome, and over which tho imperia 
train was to pass. The feeling of anx- 
iety was allayed, however, by the re- 
ceipt of a telegram from the railroad 
officials, who had gone to the obstruct-

When the 
leaf-stalk 
grows 
very 


large and old the acid becomes very 
sharp and the stalk stringy, the cellu- 
lose tough and woody. It should not 
be eaten too freely, as it is likely to 
cause serious irritation. At this stage, 
if used at all. it is better made into 
jellies and wine. 


Pie-Plant Sauce. 


In cooking the young, tender leaf- 


stalks do not strip off the skin, as this 
?ives flavor to the sauce. If you wish 
:o lemove some of the tartness pour 
soiling water over it and let it stand 
'or five minutes. 
Cook in a double 


)oiler until tender and sweeten 
to 


:aste. Just before removing from the 
fire, add a few chips of the yellow rind 
of lemon and 
ter.

water; do not skin them if young and 
tender, otherwise peel off the outer 
skin.

Cut into small pieces one and one- 


half pounds of rhubarb, scald for fh'c, 
minutes in boiling water, dram, add a 
heaping cup of sugar and half a cup 
of hot water and cook seven minutes. 
Make a light, rich biscuit crust with 
flour-, butter, salt and baking powder 
and water to make a dough th.tt will 
roll out easily.

squares: put two table-spoonfuls of 
the rhubarb in each 
one, pinch the 


edges together; brush with milk and 
sprinkle with sugar.

oven and serve with n sweet sauce.
